The Michigan senator said Presi- 
dent Truman confirmed the state- 
ment made by Senator Barkley (D- 
Ky) Saturday night that Mr. Tru-

pected shortly in the Senate. 


If he did so, congressional lead- 
ers have pointed out, it might be 
impossible to obtain a vote to over- 
ride or sustain the veto without ex- 
tending the congressional term. The 
president is- given 10 days to con- 
sider a bill before acting on it. 


"We also discussed the possibil- 
ity of an extra, session this fall," 
Vandenburg reported. 


"It was our view that no such 
session is contemplated, although 
of course the president would have 
the right to meet an unexpected ne- 
cessity." 


The Senate leader siad Mr. Tru- 
man told the group of his appreci- 
ation of the usefulness of the fre-

The group induc- 
ed top lawmakers of both parties. 
"Mr. Truman pointed out. that. 
20 of the 25 priority requests made 
of us in connection with legislation* 
already have been fully met, with 
at least one more on the

The Michigan senator said Presi- 
dent Truman confirmed the state- 
ment made by Senator Barkley (D- 
Ky) Saturday night that Mr. Tru- 
man would .not hold his tax 
bill 
message the full ten days allowed 
after passage of the measure ex- 
pected shortly in the Senate. 


If he did so, congressional lead- 
ers have pointed out, it might be 
impossible to obtain a vote to over- 
ride or sustain the veto without ex- 
tending the congressional term. The 
president is- given 10 days to con- 
sider a bill before acting on it. 


"We also discussed the possibil- 
ity of an extra, session this fall," 
Vandenburg reported. 


"It was our view that no such 
session is contemplated, although 
of course the president would have 
the right to meet an unexpected ne- 
cessity." 


The Senate leader siad Mr. Tru- 
man told the group of his appreci-

Idid not know which measure the 
president meant was on the way, 
but said it might have been 
the 
proposal to boost the national min- 
imum wage from 40 to 60 cents an 
hour, aprogram which t.he Repub- 
lican leadership" is now pushing.

ed persons," Vandenberg went on. 
"It was mutually agreed that this 
is a situttion which requires con- 
stant attention by Congress.
